ing jurors' fees in the case of Macon 
County vs. The County o* Christian 
The suit resulted from a eoutrovers> 
over the amount of costs claimed by 
this eonnty.in the Oraftou mnrdei 
trial which was brought here on t 
change of venue from Christian conn 
ty. The people of this county being 
a reading people and having learned 
of the case through the KEVIEW and 
other sources of information, there 
was difficulty in getting a jurj. Six 
hundred ^snd sixty-eight talesmen 
were examined, and they were each 
allowed pay for at least one day and 
mileage, amounting to §1,796.70. The 
officers also claimed $731.00 fees for 
summoning these talesmen. Judge 
Zane holds in his opinion that tales 
men are not entitled to any pay ex- 
cept mileage, and to that only where 
they are juvsont more than one day, 
and that the salaries of sheriff and 
deputy being fixed by the county, no 
additional fees can be charged for 
service. The court holds that Chris- 
tian county is indebted to the county 
of Macon in the sum of $120.70. 
The 


remainder of the claim, amounting 
to about §2,500, is notallowed. This 
decision will hold unless reversed by a 
higher court.

Mr. Lucieii L Burrows, of this

American Juto. 


[Washington PoK.] 


The department of Agriculture ia 


happy over the receipt of a magnificent 
sample of American Jute fiber prepared 
by mechanical proce«9 from green stems 
grown in Virginia. It satisfactorily 
solves a problem that has engaged the 
attention of the department for over 
ten \eai«, and establishes the fact that 
India jute can be successfully and 
profitably grown upoa American soil. 


In the language of the Commissioner, 


General Le Due, it ia "our dnclaration 
of independence from India, in the 
matter of jute, and means an annual 
saving to this country of $10,000,000 and 
over " 


The prepared fiber, now on exhibition 


at the Department, is pronounced equal 
in all respects to any foreign fiber, and 
superior in strength to the India fiber. 
It is largely used in the manufacture 
of gunny bags, paper, ropes, carpets, 
"baggings and oil-cloths. It 
will be 


impossible to glut the market n tth the 
fiber, as its use is do diversified and 
essential. 


The plant can be successfully grown 


in any section south of New York, 
and, it is believed, farther to the North. 
For several years it has been laUed 
in the Carolinas, Georgia and Virginia. 
To clean and prepare by hand the fiber 
for market is a slimy and profitless 
business, and the American laborer in 
this work could not compete with the 
women, children and other cheap labor 
of the East Indies.

Perils of the Press. 


Newspaper? must have a hard and 


precarious existence in Austria. 
Every 


newspaper appearing more than twice a 
month must deposit caution money. 


For Vienna it is $9,000, scaled down 


to $1,000 for smaller places. The cau- 
tion money may be wholly or partially 
forfeited. 
The printer must furnish 


copies of his paper to the local police, the 
Public Prosecutor, the Minister of State, 
the Supreme Police Department, the Im- 
perial Court Library, and the Local 
Court of National Libraries. The pub- 
lication of the paper can be stopped by 
the police or by decision of n court. 


The transmission of foreign papers can 


only he stopped by the Minister of State. 
In 1871 twenty-three foreign pipers 
were excluded from the empire, and 
fifty-two Austrian-Hungarian papers de- 
barred from being sent by post. There 
is also a stamp duty in Austria, which 
has been abolished in Hungary. 
This 


want of independence of the continental 
press may be traced to the constant in- 
terference of the authorities, which 
drives capital and the right kiud of 
talent out of the business.
